(A) Applicant argues that the term "domain policy does not appear in Rao. Examiner respectfully disagrees. Rao disclsoes different 
policies that may be applied based on the inlink of the call, a telephone number, a domain name, a source address, a destination address, 
and the like (i.e. a group or "territory over which rule or control is exercised" in which different policies are applied) (column 8, line 58 to 
column 9, line 3). 

The rest of the arguments were presented in the previous communication. Explaination has been given in the final Office action. 

(B) As to claims 1 , applicant argues that Lil does not teach or discloses that its application server is outside its PSTN; rather, its 
application server 180 is placed squarely within its PSTN 102. 

In regards to point (A), examiner respectfully disagrees. Lil discloses that application server can be either within the PSTN or 
outside the PSTN (column 1 , lines 59-62). 

(C) As to claim 1 . Applicant argues that the prima facie case of obviousness has not been established. 
In regards to point (B), examiner respectfully disagrees. 

In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that 
obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there 
is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to 
one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine. 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988) and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 
USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, In this case, One would be motivated to do so to allow proper handling of callers. 
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
